Probably the m ost beautiful event 
was the tw elve horse liberty drill, by 
six w hite and six black A rabian horses 
from Rancho Cortez, trained and di­ 
rected by M ark Smith. 
The horses 
showed 
rem arkable 
intelligence 
as 
they spelled o ut the w ords "R ancho 
Cortez,” each horse having a large 
letter on its side. 
The sam e horses 
recently worked in the film, "Girl of 
the Golden W est.” with Jean ette Mc­ 
Donald, Nelson Eddy and Leo Carrillo. 
The tight w ire act by Floyd Crouch 
and two ladies in a cake walking, rope- 
skipping 011 a silver wire also won the 
plaudits of the crowd. 
Trick roping 
and riding by Monte M ontana and his 
wife, and the comical antics of the 
clown, Jess Kell, and his little mule 
and pony, w ere up to th eir usual high 
standard, so well known to audiences 
at Field Club events. 
The equestrian events by local citi­ 
zens and cowboys, which followed the 
grand m ounted entry for all contes­ 
tants, have never been b etter on the 
local field.

LowCost Housing 
Act Sound 
Legislation 


Low-cost housing legislation, enact­ 
ed by the California legislature, should 
stimulate home construction in Riv- 
I erside county to a large extent, ac­ 
cording to Assemblyman Nelson 
S. 
Dilworth of Hemet. 
All of the cities of Riverside county, 
as well as the unincorporated areas of 
the county, should benefit by the low- 
cost housing m easures passed by the 
special session, says the Assemblyman. 
Co-author of four 
assembly 
bills 
which finally gained approval, 
Dil­ 
worth stated that the county board of 
supervisors can create a housing com­ 
mission of five men to take advantage 
of the federal-state cooperative plan 
for small home construction.

commission

of low Income. 
"Designed to m ake federal subsid­ 
ies available to California cities, the 
laws, are adaptable to small munici­ 
palities as well as the metropolitan 
centers," Dilworth said.

in the issue of March 11, 1938, I 
note an editorial with reference to 
the rebuilding of the state highway 
from Araby to Cathedral City. 
You 
title the editorial, "Why Waste Money 
to Rebuild Road in River Bottom?" 
1 have lived in Palm Springs per­ 
haps as long as any one now here. 1 
know that the present road does not 
follow a river bottom between these 
two points. 
The only river bottoms 
near here are Palm Canyon wash and 
Tahquitz wash, both 
of 
which lie 
nearly a mile north of the highway. 
There is no river bottom where the 
highway now runs. 
You state that the old road should 
be followed when the state highway is 
rebuilt. This old road follows close to 
the foot of the mountains. It contains 
many sharp curves and was so danger­ 
ous the county authorities decided to 
eliminate the curves by building a 
new straight road. 
There were seri­ 
ous accidents on the old road and I 
believe to follow it now, would mean 
a repetition of these accidents with 
perhaps a loss of life. 
This 
would 
cause one of 
inquire, "Why w aste 
human lives to rebuild road along the 
foot of the mountains?" It would be 
better to waste money than to waste 
human lives. If the county dyke near 
Araby were rebuilt, this state highway 
■would be protected and neither money 
nor lives would be wasted. 
You state in your editorial that the 
old road “could be made into a faster 
road." 
That is the very thing I am 
pointing out. People drive these roads 
at a high rate of speed and speed is 
dangerous, especially around curves 
and over contours where the view is 
obstructed. 
I don't want the lives of 
members of my family and 
of 
my 
friends to be in danger, and I am cer­ 
tain that you do not want your friends 
and members of your family injured 
or killed. The proper solution I think, 
is to restore the dyke at Araby and 
thus again protect the state highway 
east of that point. 
Will you kindly kive this letter the 
same publicity you gave your editorial?

Riverside county has set 
aside this Desert of the Palms and 
Coachella' Valley to preserve the 
natural growth for public enjoyment 
and prevent the devastation by armies 
of visitors invading tile flower beds. 
Huge quantities of the native blos­ 
soms have been torn out and uprooted 
by unthinking visitors, who in many 
instances loaded their cars with them, 
only to have them quickly wilt, and 
then they threw them away.

Frisco Fair 
_ 
The members of the Riverside Coun­ 
ty Chamber of Commerce met at their 
office in the court house. Riverside, on 
Monday, March 14th, 1938, with I. E. 
Farrar presiding. 
Regarding Riverside county having 
an exhibit at the Golden Gate Expo­ 
sition, San Francisco, in 1939. the fol­ 
lowing letter from the Associated 
Farmers of Riverside County, Inc., was 
read: 
"It has come to the attention of the 
Associated Farmers of Riverside Coun­ 
ty, Inc., that the county board of sup­ 
ervisors lias requested from your 
organization a recommendation as to 
the advisability of an appropriation 
from county funds to allow partici­ 
pation in the San Francisco Fair to be 
held next year. 
"We strongly urge that your recom­ 
mendation to the Board of Supervisors 
be in opposition to the appropriation. 
"In support of this position we sub­ 
mit that farmers dependent upon the 
San Francisco Bay area markets have 
been subjected to physical violence, 
loss of crops, and other financial bur­ 
dens in their lawful attempt to retain 
access to these markets. 
"That this condition has been 
brought about through the apathy, or 
worse, of civic and industrial leaders 
in that area in allowing free vein to 
certain racketeering leaders of labor. 
"That 
this 
unfriendly 
attitude 
toward the farmers of the northern 
and central portions of the state is the 
direct concern of all farmers in the 
state and affects their welfare. 
"That therefore the request for the 
participation of this, an agricultural 
county, in an enterprise designed to 
advance the interests of San Fran­ 
cisco, should he denied, and the rea­ 
sons for that denial made plain." 
“In view of this protest having been 
received from the Associated Farmers 
of Riverside County, Inc., and the 
amount of money involved, the River­ 
side County Chamber of Commerce is 
giving this further study.”

geology of this area. 
As we remember it, the San An­ 
dreas Rift runs for about 700 miles 
in California. 
It comes up from the 
Gulf of M exico, passes through the 
San Joaquin Valley, travels north 
through San Francisco, disappearing 
in the ocean across the Golden Gate 
north of the Bay City. 
Cropping 
up again in the Aleutian Islands, it 
swings down 
and 
around, 
passes 
through the Japanese Islands, 
and 
is responsible for their earthquakes. 
Across the desert it can be quite 
clearly seen at the point where the 
aqueduct road makes a sharp right- 
hand turn north of Garnet. 
A se­ 
ries of hot springs and palm clumps 
lie along it on the other side of the 
valley. 
It is worth the trip to see 
it, since the San Andreas Rift is 
probably one of the most amazing 
geological oddities in the world.

BO TA N IST 


Last Sunday we had the pleasure 
of visiting with Dr. DeForrest, head 
of the botany department at U. S. C. 
H e expressed his desire for airplane 
photographs of this whole 
desert. 
Then he told us why. 
Increasing 
use of water both here and at Indio 
is rapidly altering the character 
of 
the vegetation. 
Desert plants, he ex­ 
plained, 
undergo extremely 
quick 
changes and he has noted this quite 
definitely in the many years during 
which he has visited Palm Springs. 
Good photographs from the air, 
he went on to say, are hard to se­ 
cure. T o accurately portray the vege­ 
tation, they must be made from an 
altitude of only 4,000 feet. 
The U. 
S. Army has a number, but 
they 
have been made at 
much 
greater 
heights, 16,000 feet or thereabouts. 
T h e cost of photographing the Palm 
Springs desert, Dr. DeForrest esti­ 
mated at approximately #8,000. 
If some of our 
local 
sportsmen 
pilots could team up with a good 
photographer, they could not 
only 
render an important scientific serv­ 
ice, but have a darn good time be­ 
sides.

Our conversations with Dr. D e­ 
Forrest and Mr. Johnson 
brought 
home the fact that we have 
only 
been finding half of this desert. 
W e 
have explored it from the archeolo­ 
gical standpoint slightly, and like ^ev­ 
erybody else can love and appreciate 
it for its sand and mountains, its 
sunsets and dawns. 
But there is much more to this 
desert than color and climate. 
T o 
thoroughly 
understand 
and 
know it is to realize that here is a 
mighty geological wonderland, whose 
story is as fascinating as its sun­ 
downs. 
W e don’t really have 
any 
real information about it— only what 
we have picked up occasionally. 
As 
we run across more out-of-the-way 
facts we’ll pass them on. 
Oh, y e s — before we forget it, Dr. 
DeForrest also said that the 
new 
All-American Canal would probably 
result in more rapid changes in vege­ 
tation once it is put in use.
